Electricity- 

Tbo oleotric currant, as ft medium of 
comintinication, has almost ceased to bo 
ft luxury. Ithascomoto bo rognnloil in 
tho light of a neoessity of civilized lifo— 
almost ns mucli so as the letter-post used 
KwlRrtV^ Hero, in British Columbia, the 
"^^^fruits of telegraphy, sSaMliow^jrve'ngver 
come up to anything- 'ftpproxiinatinc the 
" ratio of e^sponditure. The succession of 
flubmarino cablea.by means of which Van- 
oouver is conncctea with the continent, 
running through tlio San Juan xVrchipel- 
ago, arn scarcely over more than a fort- 
nigiit in orilor. Tho expcndituro iucurr- 
ciliu ft very unsntiafuctory ofi'ort to main- 
tain this connection must bo very great; 
but, inasnnich as that is a matter more 
dirs'ctly nlYoctiugthe Federal exchequer, 
Biili^li Clolunibiana ftre> perhaps, selfish 
enough to feel more concerned about the 
absence of regular, and satisfactory means 
of communication. Scarcely has one 
oible beeft renewed, ffheu we have to an- 
nounce the giring out of another. When 
it is remembered tbnt, in addition to the 
many thousands annually frittered away 
in renewals, mending and otherwise 
maintiuning this foinioctiou, an annual 
subsidy of some four or live thousand 
dollars is paid, and all for such extreme- 
ly unsatisfactory results, one cannot 
lu'lp fooling that Canada is paying too 
dear for her whistle. Of courso alio has 
nobody to hlame but hersolf. All is done 
that can bo done; but with such unfavora- 
ble beds for lha cables connecting the 
rariouB islands, it is not in the nature ot 
things that commnnication should be 
long free from interruption. In former 
articles wo pointed out tho obvious and 
onlv true remedy for all this, and wo con- 
fess to some surprise that no movemeut 
has been made in that direction. Wo of 
courHC refer to tho scheme for carrying 
the telegraph line round by the way of 
, ITanaimo and aoross the strait of Georgia 
in our own watars, thus not only finding 
ft favorable bod where tho cable might 
lie undisturbed, but embracing within 
our telegraphic system tho second city of 
the Province. Had such a scheme been 
carried out when first advocated in these 
columns, there is no reason to doubt that 
a sufficient saving would have already 
been effected to cover the dost of con- 
struction, while the Province would havo 
enjoyed unintcrrnptod means of commu- 
nication. Now, liowever, tho scheme 
will be forced upon the Government by 
other exigences. The telegraph is "to 
p recol therailway;an'l with the imminence 
ut the latter wo shall not bo long without 
the former. There seems no reason for 
doubting that next year we shall geo Vic- 
toria and Naiiftiino connected by tole- 
grapli, if, indeed, it shall not witness tho 
completion of the circle by cable across 
thb strait. Tho sooner it is ncoomplished 
the better for all concerned.
